Europe, are going to help care for 
our boys, who are fighting for us, in 
behalf of hum anity and liberty, and 
it is up to us to do our share and 
we are going to do it.

battles to keep the horrors of war

According to Mr. Bassett, the Al­ 
bany Red Croas "soclcfy Is going to 
enroll at least one thousand names. 
"The wonk of this society appeals to 
the beat sentim ent of every intelli­ 
gent human being,” was an expression 
of this speaker. 
Prior to Major Bassett, Secretary 
Thompson of the Y. M. C. A., was 
called on to give hla testimony as to 
Red Cross work in the Spanish-Amer- 
lean war. 
In that war, Mr. Thomp­ 
son, then a medical student, went in­ 
to the medical corps, and was sta­ 
tioned at Ft. Meyer, Va. 
As the whr proceeded Cuban fever 
began to make its ravages among the 
soldiers, and most of them who be­ 
came sick were returned 
to 
the 
states and treated at Ft. Meyer. 
In 
the first weeks of their treatm ent the 
soldiers had nothing of the Red Cross 
work done for them, and durlfcg this 
time, according to 
Dr. 
Thompson, 
“the boys died so fast that the prac­ 
tice of firing the custom ary m ilitary 
salute over their rem ains was order­ 
ed stopped, as it had such a depress­ 
ing effect over the sick soldiers." 
"After several months of this kind 
of thing all at once there swooped 
down from W ashington th re e hun­ 
dred Red Cross nurses. I In a few 
hours screens were put up to pro­ 
tect the soldiers and their food, and 
tin a very short time the death rate 
fell more than a:>hupdred per 
cent. 
W here cold Indifference had existed 
as to the life or death of those poor 
fellows, with the Red Cross nurses 
came the healing hand and the tear 
of sympathy.

Press dispatches to the Daily yes­ 
terday told of the renewed operations 
of the German submarines and hint­ 
ed that an official admiralty state­ 
ment to come later would confirm the 
suspicion that the U-boats are again 
active as never before.

Evolution of Paper. 
The earliest substitute for our mcsl» 
•rn paper was clay tablets; the next 
stage came with the use by the Egypt­ 
ians of the layers forming the stem of 
the papyrus leaves.

finiqtals were used. Linen and cotton 
rags were not used for the manufac­ 
ture of paper until the eighth centulry.

Dreed Disease May Be Obliterated in 
Another Decade If Decrease Con­ 
tinues at Present Rate A 


If fuberculost* shsH continue to de­ 
crease in this country at the same rate 
os In the pest half century. It will be 
obliterated in another decade. This Is 
the opinion of Dr. Cleaveland Floyd, 
expressed at the IfRrvnrd Medical 
school. There are two conditions, how­ 
ever, which will prevent the complete 
obliteration of this lung disease at 
present, and these are»poverty and 
Inck of hyglefflc surroundings. 
Doctor Floyd ssld that ainaost every­ 
body has the germs of this disease In 
his system, but that He is able to resist 
their attack through living n healthy 
life and through the protection of na­ 
ture. 
Inhalation and infection are the two 
common ways by which a person con­ 
tracts tuberculosis. Children may get 
the germs 1n Impure utfTk, but oufdbor 
play prevents the spread. It often hap­ 
pens, however, that w<hen peofde r6 to 
work in shop* or Insanitary offices, or 
live la crowded rooms, the disease 
shows itself and gain* u foothold. That 
Is why so many persons between the 
ages of nineteen and thirty-two ac­ 
quire tuberculosis.’ *
